3COVID-19 Vaccine Arrives! 

On December 14th, Idaho received its first shipment of the 
COVID-19 vaccine from Pfizer and Bio-n-Tech after the 
Federal Drug Administration recently authorized emergency 
use of the vaccine.

The state received 13,650 doses of the vaccine in this initial 
shipment according to the Idaho Department of Health and 
Welfare. The vaccine was sent from distributors to the 
Eastern Idaho Public Health District (EIPH), Saint Alphonsus, 
and St. Luke’s.
